William Lh Traynham, owner of

to his family. He was 74 years of 
Mr. .Traynham was born in 
Laurens, S. C., April 15, 1845 He 
was educated in-sthe public schools 
of Newton and. DeKalb counties. 
After the end of the civil war he 
removed to Warren county, where 
he lived until 1871, when he moved 
to Atlanta. 

Soon after coming to Atlanta he 
engaged in the lumber business 
with an associate under the firm 
name of Traynham & Ray, with of- 
fices on Decatur street. Later he 
acquired -sole interest in the busi- 
ness, which he was conducting at 
the time of his death. 

On October 22, 1873, he married 
Miss Sarah Thomas Ivey, who sur- 
vives him.

Hitchcock Offers Substitutes. 


When the senate met, Democratic 
Leader Hitchcock presented several 
substitutes for committeé reserva- 
tions to the peace treaty so as to 
have them within the rules, which 
provide that no améndments or sub- 
stitutes can be offered once eloture 
becomes effective. His move was 
taken by some senators to forecast 
democratic support of the cloture 
motion. 

Among the measures, Senator 
Hitchcock presented a resolution for 
ratilication without reservations. 
fle put in also a ratification reso- 
lution embodying “as part of the 
ratification” five substitute reser- 
vations offered by him several days 
ago. These reservations provide: 

“That the United States would he 
the sole judge whether its obliga- 
tlons were fulfilled if it withdrew 
from league meée mbers ip. 

“That no question which the Unit- 
ed States considers domestic in char- 
acter could come petoe the league. 

“That the Monroe dfctrine should 
not in any way be tinipaired. 

“That the eouncil’s recommenda- 
tions under Article X4 shall be econ- 
sidered as ‘merely advice.’ 

“That no dominion or colony shall 
vote in any league dispute to which 
any sister dominion or colony is a 
party.” 

In addition, - Senator Hitcheock 
presented a new substitute for the 
Article X. reservation already 
adopted by the senate. It proposes 
that the United States “does not as- 
sume any obligations” regarding the 
article’s guarantees until in any 
Particular case congress’ shall so 
nrovide. The language is much the 
Same as that of the reservation 
adopted. 

Notice was given by Senator 
Hitchcock that he would later move 
to strike out the preamble require- 
ment that the reservation must be 
accepted by three great powers. 

Moving for Compromise. 


Senator Hitchcock began tonight 
final efforts toward compromise. He 
called a conference of the treatv’s 
friends to meet as soon as the sen- 
ate completes action on committee 
reservations. The meeting, which is 
expected to take place Monday or 
Tuesday, will be open to both demo- 
crats and republicans, mild reser- 
vation republicans heing expected to 
play an important part in the final 
outcome, So far, senators of this 
<roup have indicated they would ac- 
cept no compromise after the senate 
once had voted on ratification.

He threw 
out a suggestion that President Wil- 
son might withdraw the treaty from 
the senate, and resubmit it again in 
a few weeks, That would mean a 
repetition of what has seemed the 
interminable discussion in the sen- 
ate. Senator Hitchcock added that 
he did not believe either the French 
or British rovernments could accept 
the Lodge reservations and that the 
treaty would be dead even though 


‘ratified with these reservations. 


The Ruling of Marshall. 

The vice president ruled that the 
cloture would remain in effect until 
the treaty was definitely disposed 
of, not only with respect to the vote 
on the resolution of ratification em- 
bracing the Lodge reservations, but 
even for subsequent motions to rat- 
ify. This has the effect of keeping 
the treaty before the senate to the 
exclusion of all other business.

Often vou will hear it said. in 
sporting circles that golfers never 
run true to form. Once a champion 
prize fighter is beaten by an op- 
ponent, he losss his prestige, wheth- 


er the bout. was arranged for a 
ehampionship match or not. In golf 
and tennis it is different, because 


it is only the big tournaments that 
count’ and those labeled “champion- 
ship” carry much more weight than 
the informal events. 

There are so many good golfers 
ensaged in tournament play that a 
slip-up occasionally by a champion 
or an unexpected brilliant spurt by 


| a dark horse, changes the complex- 
}10n of things very materially. The 


‘champion cannot always be in top- 


notch form, although he will do 
morejtthan his share of the winning 
while he is going+ good. ‘There 
is notplayer so good in this coun- 
try or any other country that he 
far outdistances the field. There 
are many good golfers hanging on 
the very heels of a champion and 
waiting for their opportunity to 
take his measure. 

Golfers may not run true to form 


again. After this I played a lot of 
gzolf on various courses and when 


the eastern championship came ] was 
just at the end of my winning form. 
There was not the pep in me that I 
had early in the summer. On the 
other hand, Barnes, my closest rival 
of the season, had a hard time get- 
ting his ganie in shape. He played 
poorly in the “open,” but early in 
July he came back into his own and 
won the “western.” He continued his 
winning streak through September 
and annexed the P. G. A. champion- 
ship also. 

This recalls to my mind a brilliant 
streak ot golf that Gil Nicholls ex- 
hibited in the south in the early 
sping of 1916. He won five tourna- 
ments in a row and in the most sur- 
prising figures, breaking course rec- 
ords and lowering marks for one 
day and two days’ play. Gil came 
back north and showed no letup in 
his form, sweeDipg aside all opposi- 
tion with as muéh ease as if it were 
mere child’s play. Then came tne 
“open” at Minneapolis, with Gil as 
the favorite, but apparently he haa@ 
shot his bolt.

“A more comprehensive idea of its 
agricultural potentialities may be 
gained by a brief consideration of 
its products and comparative rank 
with other states of the union. In 
estimating the thirteen leading 
agricultural products, produced in 
the various states, the census de- 
partment ranks Illinois first and 
Georgia second. 

Second ia Cotton. 

“Géorgia produces more cotton 
than any other state in the union 
except Texas, but an analysis of 
the situation wiil, I think, convince 
any reasonable mind that of the twu 
Georgia is the better cotton produc- 
ing state, for Texas, with more than 
four times the population and twice 
the average acreage planted in cot- 
ton, produces only about 20 per cent 
more than Georgia. 

“The annual production of corn, 
wheat, oats and other. such farm 
products is extensive and continu- 
ally on the increase. Considerable 
tobacco is being produced, and per- 
haps in no section has the recent 
percentage ot increased acreage ex- 
ceeded that of Georgia. Fruit is 
also produced on a large scale. It 
produces more than twice as many 
peaches as any other state, except 
California. Fort Valley, Houston 
county, Georgia, is one of the great- 
est peach centers in the worid, and 
nowhere can 2a peach be found that 
exceeds in tiavor or commands bet- 
ter prices than those produced in 
that section. 

Live Stock Industry. 

“I will onty speak of its agricul- 
tural advancements im & paSsive 
way, but desire to emphasize its 
live stock industry. Kor two years 
preceding our entry into the world 
war much labor was allured from 
this section into the northern states 
on account of higher wages ottered 
as a result of war activities in Iuu- 
rope. Our own entry into the war 
at a later date took a very large 
portion of that remaining. : 

“Notwithstanding these condi- 
tions, the agricultural production of 
the state, within the last five years, 
has increased in amount at least 
23 per cent. Live stock, particu- 
larly cattle and hogs, for the same 
period, has increased more than 50 
per cent in number, and 125 per 
cent in value per head. This in- 
ceraesed value is not only attribu- 
table to war conditions, but also to 
increased attention and introduction 
of purer pred herds. : 

“The increased production in live 
stock has introduced ii 
packing plants of considerable im- 
portance, which until recently were 
unknown in that section. Swift 
& Co. and othér large packers now 
have both killing and curing plants 
in Georgia and are greatly extend- 
ing such operations. 

Pure Bred Cattle. 

“In almost every county in Geor- 
gia there are several herds of pure 
bred cattle amone which are rep- 
resented all of the leading breeds 
of America, Since 1913 in only 
three statea has the percenetage of 
increased production of hogs equaled 
or exceeded that of Georgia. and 
neither of these states exceeds or 
even ented approximates Georgia 
in productien. - When we consider 
that the United States is the largest 
swine producing country in the 
world the record made is all the 
more commendable. While inter- 
est in stock raising in this section 


has for several vears been on the 
increase, it ts particularly within 
the last half decade that the ad- 


vancement Hes been so marked. 
“There is Jlocated in the 

district of apneic which T have the 
honor to represent, a county called 
Bleckley, in honor of: one of the 
greatest jurists this country ever 
has produced. It is known as one 
of the new counties of Georgia, hav- 
ing been created by act of the gen- 
eral assembly of: that state about 


ten years ago. It is situated on the 
main line of the Southern railroad 
I am sure if the public understood 


normal conditions in that section as 
some of us do it would not be gur- 
prising to anyone that the Southern 
railroad is one of the few that is 
self-sustaining under government 
operation. : 

Aided by Stock Industry. 

“The county is small in area, but 
from an agricultural standpoint it is 
considered one of the best in Geor- 
gia. 1 do not desire to create the im- 
pression that the county is without 
its tinancial problems and perplexi- 
ties. Such is not the case, for it is 
located in the heart of the cotton 
belt and the devastation to the cot- 
ton crop in that section on account 
of boll weevil is so great that the 
government estimate is only # per 
cent of a normal crop for the coun- 
ty, and for this reason it will sus- 
tain a ioss of about $2.090,000 for the 
present year. Notwithstanding this 
fact, the count, by reason of its live 


stock industry. is not in as bad 
shape as one might suppose. Nor) 
are its citizens disheartened, for 


they have with profit demonstrated 
what thoughtful and reflective men 
have iong realized—that Georgia is 
as well, if not better, adapted to the 
raising of livestock than any other 
section of the United States. 

“There are in this county, as is 
also true of most others of the 
state, several herds of pure-bred 
cows, which would do credit to any 
section, but as it is not especially 
noted for raising cattle, we will not 
dwel! upon that subject. 

“Realizing that it was onlv a 
question of time when such crop 
devastation as now exists might be 
expected, its progressive citizens, 
some S$ or 10 years ago, set to work 
to prepare for such an emergency. 
Within an incredibly short time. 
county has’ not only be- 
come the banner hog county of Geor- 
fia. but it has gained a national

“In regard to receiving stolen 
groods, O'Rourke, who was a strange- 


self as being a traveling salesman, 
had made a number of sales to peo- 
ple in my employ and to others ] 
knew. 

Bought Two Sults. 

“l had every reason to believe 
that he was what he represented 
himself to me, and I bought two 
suits of clothes and one dress. Tne 
dress I gave to a friend, and one of 
the suits I gave away. The second 


suit was stolen from my place of 
business. I have never yet found 
out by whom. 


“When Deteetiye Rosser informed 
me that the articles I had purchased 
were stolen, I told him at once that 
I would do everything in my power 
to recover them. I gent for the 
dress and got it all the way from 
Cleveland. The other suit I have 
never been able to find, because the 
owner i& somewhere in California. 

“As for the recommendation to 
close my place of business by revok- 
ing my license, I will fight such an 
effort to the last ditch. IT will take it 
to the final court of appea's, and IT 
believe ] will win. I believe anv 
body of fair-minded men will see 
things my way and refuse to take 
such a drastie step. 

“And finally, I want to deny the 
charge that I hauled anv goods for 
him. I did not even haul him, much 
less the goods.”

She is asked to impress each 
member of the family about this 
trash question in such a way that 
when picnicking all trash will be 
carefully picked up afterward. Teach 
the unstghtliness of writing on 
fences and buildings and sidewalk. 

Housekeepers are asked to burn 
such trash as papers, sticks and 
rags—anything that is possible to be 
burned—in their own backyards. 

Ashes will accumulate during the 
winter, when there is a low place 
in the yard use the ashes to fill 
such a place.

The annual address of Mrs. J. E. Hays to the Columbus conventfon 
was a splendid indication of the thorough and enthusiastic manner in 
which Mrs. Hays has always entered into her work for the federation. 
Those two qualities, thoroughness and enthusiasm, have been noticeably 
evident in her club activities throughout her terms of service, but in the 
address of Wednesday night a new seriousness of tone entered into 
her words to the club women of the state. 

Until one pauses a moment, now that the rush of war activities 
have ceased, the importance and value of the contribution of the club 
women to their country in loyalty, interest and efficiency is scarcely 


realized. 


Mrs. Hays, in a few well-chosen sentences, emphasized the 


work of the war years, and brought out the fact of prime Significance 
in the retation of the clubs to the country during the war, namely, 
that through the machinery of an already perfected organization, the 


government was able to command instantly the full measure of the| 


loyalty and service of the women of the state. 
Mrs. Hays showed also how the perseverance and deep interest of 
the women of the clubs in trying to improve conditions in the state, 


had finally brought about the passage of some of the much-needed laws| 


governing education and social conditions; and she urged upon the 
women the further consideration of the needs of their state and asked 
their support in several large movements now before the state. 

She singled out for special discussion the work of the Georgia 
Library commission, which hopes to put large libraries into every rural 
district; the movement on the part of the Georgia Illiteracy commission 
to stamp out illiteracy in the state: the Americanization program of 
the nation upon which both the government and the clubs of America 
are concentrating tueir best efforts; the Tallulah Falls school, which is 
about to launch its endowment campaign; the Students’ Aid foundation, 
which, though growing in a most amazing manner, has such unbounded 
sphere of usefulness that its work should not be limited by an inad- 


equacy of funds: the Ella F.

hoped to place the federation on a self-supporting basis: the Celeste

‘Annual Address of State President 
Delivered at Columbus Convention 


In her address to the Federated 
club women of Georgia, Mrs. J. E. 
Hayes, their president, in reviewing 
past and present activities, said: 

“Tonight we are impressed with 


the prences of the ‘vacant chair,’ 
and the absence of her whom we all 
loved and who had steered our Fed- 
eration back through those én 
blous war years. We are grateful 
for the level head, the clear thought, 
the generous heart, the great soul 
which was given us as a leader, and 
although Mrs. Nellie Peters Black 
is with us no more in person, her 
memory &md her wise counsel. will 
remain with us and lead us on to 
greater achievement. From the 
hands of our fallen leader let us 
‘catch the togch’ and never rest un- 
til we have reached the goal toward 
which she led us. 
War Work. 

“When our country was plunged 
into that awful cataclysm of war 
it was the club women whom the 
government called for service, and it 
was the club women, trained in or- 
ganization, who answered the eall. 
Just as every organization, 
even the United States gov- 
ernment found the term  ‘busi- 
ness as usual’ could not hold, so the 
clubs put aside their regular work 
and threw all their energies into 
helping the government win the 
war. It would be impossible to 
name all the committees and organ- 
izations on which club women 
served, but it is a matter of pride 
that the chairman of the Sixth Fed- 
eral Reserve district for Liberty 
Loan and for Thrift was our club 
{woman, Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, the 
'state chairman of these, was our 
General .Federation director, Mrs. 
Fitzpatrick, and the state chairman 
of Council of Defense, a Georgia 
club woman, Mrs. Samuel Inman. 

“Hiad it not been for your support 
and for the actual work which the 
club women did, the leaders would 
not have been able to have accom- 
plished the almost superhuman 
tasks given them. Without taking 
one iota of credit from fhe leaders, 
it is to the rank and file of work- 
ers who entered these war activities 
with the determination to win that 
the great credit it due. The se- 
eret of the success was organiZa- 
tion and you, trained in club work, 
dropped right into place and gave 
your leaders just the support, help 
and encouragement needed. To 
these loyal, patriotic and unselfish 
women we pay homage: 


“ ‘Rejoice, whatever anguish rend the 
heart, 

That God has given us the price- 

less dower 
To live in this great age and have 
our part 

In Freedom's crowning hour.’ 

“Duty well done always re- 
bounds and brings its reward, thus 
it was with the clubs; with the ac- 
customed work laid aside, the pes- 
simistie felt that the clubs were 
losing strength, but your vice pres- 
ident’s report will show that al- 
though 34 clubs died in the last year, 
still there have been 40 new clubs 
to join the Federation. 

Reconstraction Times. 

“We will find that all we gained 
before the war, all we learned dur- 
ing the war will be used with effect 
in our enlarged club activities in 
these years which succeed the war. 

“Actuated by the same spirit of 
patriotism, the executive board 
passed a resolution indorsing the 
league of nations, a copy of which 
was sent to President Wilson and 
a note of appreciation was received 
from -Secretary Tumulty. 

“Judging from the splendid re- 
port and the fine year books which 
have been sent me it seems thar 
the clubs have risen from the depths 
of their war work into the crown- 
ing glory of a radiant year’s pros- 
pective activities. 

“In looking over 
the Georgia federation there is 
one impression which stands out 
above all others and that is the far- 
sighted vision of the Georgia clfib 
women. Truly they are blessed 
with the vision of the proverb usea 
on our Sunday pace, ‘without a 
vision a people perish.’ 

“It is a singular occurrence that 
so many of these laws for which 
Georgia club women have so long 
worked were passed this summer. 
All things come to her who works 
and waits. 


University of Georgina. 
“The fifst request ever made by 


the records of 


more than 100 have been taught to 
read and write. 

“Georgia club women have been 
accused of harping on the subject 
of Georgia’s illiteracy. If by so do- 
ing you have called attention to it 
and caused this new law to be 


passed, then it has not been in vain, | 


but now that this commission has 


been appointed and empowered, let 
us tell that a great percentage of 
Georgia’s illiterates are old people 
dating back to the time when the 
conditions of the south, after the 
war between the states, were almost 
equal to that of Belgium today; 
three-fourths of them are negroes, 
many of whom are ‘antebellum.’ It 
was against the law to teach ne- 
groes to read and write before ‘64 
for fear of the abolition literature, 
and that in ‘70 Georgia had 27 per 
cent of white and 95 per cent of 
negro illiterates. That there are 
now eight states lower in the scale 
of literacy than Georgia; and let us 
tell how Georgia has advanced in 
literacy in the last 30 years more 
than any other state. Then let us 
join hands with this commission and 
when our next census is taken let 
Georgia’s rank be one of which you 
can be proud. 

Provision for the Feeble-Minded. 


“At the district conventions last 
spring there were talks on _ pro- 
vision for the feeble-minded. I 
spoke on the subject myself until I 
felt the contagion. It will be grati- 
fying to you who were interested 
to know that in this same education- 
al law a measure for the training 
of sub-normal] children was passed. 
The figures show that about 3 per 
cent of the population of every 
state_is sub-normal, or mentally de- 
ficient, and a large percentage of our 
criminal population comes from 
this class. A committee is now busy 
making preparations to carry out 
this law so that the mentally de- 
ficient may become an asset rather 
than a liability to the community. 

“The age of consent law for which 
we have worked so long passed in 
1918 and placed the age at 14 years. 

“Next to the school and the edu- 
cation of the young the Georyia fed- 
eration has always as her dearest 


interest the public library, which of- } 


fers educational advantages to the 
young and old alike. Years ago Mrs. 
Eugene Heard as the first library 
chairman in the _ federation did 
splendid work for traveling libra- 
ries, but the tremendous library 
work of the federation grew up dur- 
ing the leng service of the next 
chairman, Mrs. E. G. McCabe. 

“It was a matter of congratulation 
to the federation that an appropria- 
tion was granted by this same legis- 
lature to the Georgia library com- 
mission, as the creation of the com- 
mission and the passage of the bill 
were in no small measure due to ef- 
forts of federation members. The 
federation heartily indorsed the pro- 
gram of the commission which is 
to encourage the establishment of 
county-serving libraries in the state, 
and pledged themselves to do evegy- 
thing possible to further the cause, 
as it is only throuch a county-serv- 
ing library that the rural popula- 
tion, 80 per cent of Georgia’s people, 
can have access to a library and be 
adequately supplied with books. 

‘Let me commend to every club 
woman this task: If your town has 
a municipally supported library, in- 
duce your county to join in its sup- 
port, and so extend its advantages to 
all your people. If you have a small 
private library in your town, es- 
pecially. a woman’s club library, 
take steps to secure public support 
for it, and do not fail to get this 
support from county as well as 
town: 126 clubs reported: libraries 
last year... Crisp and Ben Hill coun- 
ties have already adopted the plan 
of the commission. 

“Tf your town has no library, be- 
gin at once to work for the estab- 
lishment of one. This is Woman’s 
club work par excellence. Let us 


do our part to make 1920 the great; 


library year of the state. 

Censorship of Moving Pictures.

The legislature of 
1919 passed the most progressive 
and comprehensive school laws ever 
enacted at one time by a southern 
state. Georgia now has what is 
said to be the strongest compulsory 
attendance law of any state south 
of Maryland. It provides that the 
child must be in schoo] between the

' The board of education can excuse 
only temporarily for non-attendance.

These 
‘laws were the outcome of the care- 
ful and able work of Hon. Mm. i, 
| Brittain and the legislators of 
Georgia paid their state school su- 
perintendent a deserved and worthy 
compliment when they passed the 
law. Georgia club women, rejoice 
that your long wished for, long 
worked for educational laws have 
heen passed. 


Adult Illiteracy. 


“In connection with and as a part 
of the educational law an illiteracy 
commission was created whose duty 
it is to provide for teaching the 
81.078 white and 308.369 negro il- 
pliterates over 10 years of age in 
Georgia before the next census is 
taken 

“In little more than a month that 
the work has been going on, adult 
illiteracy classes have been organ- 
ized in between 40 and 59 counties 
and more than 900 grown people 
have been taken out of the illiteracy 
column. In Pickens county alone

office of censor of motion picture 
films. 

“It requires that all motion pic- 
ture films to be shown in Georgia 
shall first be examined and cen- 
sored by the state censor, and that 
only such films as are tn the judg- 
ment of the censor of a moral, edu- 
cational or amusing and harmless 
character shall be approved. 

“The last legislature also created 
a child-welfare department to work 
in connection with the state board 
of health. This bill provides for se- 
curing a visiting nurse in each 
county. When we consider that in 
that terrible battle of the Argonne 
one out of forty was killed, while 
one baby out of every seven dies, 
and most of these deaths prevent- 
able, it seems high time that some- 
thing should be done. Our own Miss 
Bell Bavliss, past president of 
Kingston's Woman’s club, wrote a 
very forceful article in September 
Pictorial Review, which I hope you 
have read. Surely this work of car- 
ing for the prospective mother and 
youne children is pre-eminently 
woman's club work. 


County Unit Plan. 


“You have very much to be thank- 
ful for, in that so many of the laws 
and improvement for which you 
have so long worked have been 
ynassed: but a law is of no value 
until it is enforced, and unless these 
righteous laws are followed up with 
education and support, it would be 
difficult to enforce them even with 
all the power of the government be- 
hind them. As you will see, most 
of them as well as every other un- 
dertakinge now reduees itself to the 
county unit system. The educa- 
tional laws have to be enforced by 
county authorities. The adult illit- 
eracv commission. the library com- 
mission and the child welfare work 
will be done bv the individual 
county. The federation’s plan for 
meeting this question and of 
riving the strongest support possi- 
ble to the carrvinge out of these 
laws is the countv federation nlan. 
If vou have only one club in a 
eounty. try to make it a county 
rlub. taking in as manv women as 
Possible: but where there are more 
elubs in a county, let them organ- 
ize a county federation, so that the 
woman rower of the county will 
etand orranized and readv to c-rve 
in carrvine out these laws. There 
nre alreadv twelve connty federa- 
tin~ne, and 119 conntiesr have clubs. 

“There are two departments of 
vrour atate work which have heen 
most satisfactorilv finished. The 
first Is the work of the agrienltural 
rallies, inaugurated and corried out 
by our dear Mre. Rieck. Theee aert- 
enitnral rallies were another eyi- 
denere of the eluh women’s fore- 
cieht. as these rallies had heen for 
two verrs before the war. and were 
doing the exact work which the

It Is true that most of the actual 
machinery and the larger part of 
tie form of the league of nations 
were British contributions. Mr. Wil- 
son carried to Europe not a com- 
plete systein, but merely 
determination to poring about the 
creation of a league vf nations. 
Lord Robert Ceeil ana weneral 
Smuts were in fa t ina large meas- 
ure the authors of the provisions 
written into the treaty of Ver- 
sailles to create a ieague of na- 
tions. 

On the other hand, nad President 
Wilson not championed the idea, the 
british would not have presented it 
at Paris. There was no spontane- 
or widespread support of the 
idea in Britain before President 
Wilson went to Paris, nor was 
there ever a time when British sup- 
port of the idea was not, in the 
inain, the result of a well defined 
policy to support American wishes 
in Paris, so far as these were not 
directly inimical to British in- 
terests, With the purpose of con- 
tributing to the extension of Anglo- 
American frinedship and assvocia- 
tion. 

The importance of the United 
States in the world which had been 
created by the war was nowhere so 
intelligently appreciated asin 
Britain and the Paris conference 
was recognized as providing the 
opportunity to clear the way for 
future intimate association be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain’ in all world affairs. Thus 
had we gone to Paris advocating, 
far example, a permanent alliance 
between Britain, France and the 
United States or any other form of 
world association compatible with 
British safety and legitimate self- 
interest, it would have had unhesi- 
tating support. The British were 
merely bound, in their own way, 
to stand with America and to sup- 
port American desires at Paris. In 
this conception there was more than 
selfishnesg and not a little honest 
sratitude for American aid, to- 
sether with an extension of what 
had been British policy for several 
decades, namely to foster American 
friendship and seek American as- 
sociation in world affairs.

Such support as 
there was came entirely from Brit- 
ish sources and it was, in the main,

Which would receive the approval 
of President Wilson then the aid 
and co-operation of America would 
be withdrawn. Had Europe sus- 
pected that there was real division 
in America over the principle the 
league of nations idea would have 
been totafly abandoned by the time 
the president had returned from his 
February visit to America, 

Now it is patent that there has 
been in the past six months an 
unmistakable division of opinion in 
America, It manifest, spread 
upon the records of congress, set 
forth in all the newspapers, re- 
ported in all the ecabie dispatches 
to liurope that one of the two great 
political parties, itself a majority in 
the senate, has aligned itself 
against President Wilson’s Euro- 
pean course and that there have 
even been defections trom his own 
party. :

What is tremend- 
ously important is that Europe has 
discovered that the United States is 
not unanimously for the league of 
nations, that one strong political 
party, one important fraction of the 
Amerfcan people, oppose it. 

And, more than this, the actual 
adoption of the treaty, with or with- 
out essential reservations, will not 
now change the fact that Europe 
no longer looks upon the question 
as it did last winter. It no longer 
believes that the United States de- 
mands the league of nations with a 
determined spirit and will turn its 
back upon Europe if the league of 
nations is not accepted by all Euro- 
pean nations. On the contrary the 
character of the aebate in the sen- 
ate and of the reservations which 
have been framed, together with 
the substantial vote received by the 
various amendments discloses the 
United States so far ag a minority is 
concerned, at the least, as unwilling 
to accept for itself certain league 
of nations principles as were France 
and Italy. 

There is then, for the European 
nations who never did believe in the 
league of nations itself and par- 
ticularly for those nations which 
Saw in it a positive menace to their 
own existence, no remaining incen- 
tive to accept. since it is by no 
means clear yet that the United 
states will accept and unmistak- 
able that the United States is far 
from making a unanimous demand 
upon Europe to accept.

To put the thing a little differ- 
ently: Had the United States sen- 
ate promptly ratified the treaty of 
Versailles, had there been any im-

litical party. 
FAR-REACHING 
CONSEQUENCES. 

AS a consequence of 
happened in Washington in recent 
months not a few of the decisions 
made at Paris, not a few of the ar- 
rangementgs are bound now to be 
abandoned. Europe beyond such 
question will revert to European 
methods of settlement in many in- 
stances, particularly if the ultimate 
outcome of the debate in America 
Shall be the real or apparent de- 
cision on the part of the United 
States to disassociate itself with 
world atfairs. 

But such a decision can hardly 
hold for long or fail to be danger- 
ous, Since in the end it is impos- 
Sible to conceive of any general 
world disturbance which will fail 
to involve us. I1 do not believe my- 
self that it is conceivable that the 
United States would ever permit 
Germany to conquer France or 
Great Britain. German domination 
of Russia, with the inevitable as- 
sociation of Germany and Japan in 
the partition of China, as well as 
Asiatic Russia, would have a peri 
for us far greater than for Europe. 
Merely on the social and economic 
side another great war in the pres- 
ent generation or the next might 
easily mean the destruction of all 
order and government on the 
planet and relapse to anarchy and 


chaos. 

We are then, it seems to me, 
bound by the consequences of the 
world war to continue our active 
participation in European affairs 
In his league of nations the presi- 
dent sought to create an organiza- 
tion in which we should be able to 
play an honorable part with as lit- 
tle peril to ourselves as_ possible. 
The scheme was provisionally ac- 
cepted by Europe only because 
Europe felt that it was a matter of 
life and death to have America 
share on any terms, From them the 
covenant of the league of nations 
was the form of articles of partner- 
ship prescribed by the potential 
partner possessing the largest capi- 
tal and bringing the most desirable 
patronage. 

NEW 
ADJUSTMENT. 


The couse of the opposition fn the 
United States, the extent of that 
opposition and its success in delay- 
ing action and thus weakening the 
effect of ultimate action have been 
destructive of the European regard 
for the league of nations itself. A 
new edjustment Is taking place, a 
new basis of international relations 
Or rather a reversion to the old 
basis is discoverable in many direc- 
tions; at no distant time we are 
likely to see new alliances in 
Europe, new associations of na- 
tions, an effort to restore the bal- 
ance of power destroyed by Ger- 
many in the last war is inevitable. 

In the face of all these circum- 
stances it seems to me inevitable 
that the ited States will have 
soon, VW. soon, to adopt a real 
foreign Olicy based upon the facts 
in the world situation. We shall, to 
put it badly, have to decide whether 
we shall stand with France and 
Great Britain in maintaining the 
conditions created in western 
Europe by the peace of Versailles 
Or Whether we shall, by washing 
our hands of European affairs, en- 
courage the Germans to make a new 
bid for world power. 

Not less clearly we shall have to 
decide to what extent we mean to 
contribute in men and in money— 
both may be necessary—to guaran- 
tee the permanency of such states 
as Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo- 
Slavia, since without the assur- 
ance of our support all three may 
disappear at no distant time. By 
attaching reservations to the treaty 
of Versailles or even by repudiating 
the treaty and making a separate 
treaty with Germany, we will 
best only dodge these issues for a 
brief moment, since the questions 
themselves will remain. 

ROBBED LEAGUE

Many additional statements were 
made by the thiriy or forty miners 
I talked with, but the keynote of 
their conversations always touched

I heard no criticism of the govern- 
ment. No ome expresses any syin- 
pathy for the six-hour day, with the 
possible exception of one negro who 
wanted more time to work in 
garden during the summer, but I 
found ali of the men hypnotized by 
their leaders, ready and willing to 
do anything their officers ordered. 

From the standpoint of a newspa- 
per investigation the conditions were 
ideal. At 7 o'clock this morning 
three other newspaper correspon- 
dents and ] left Charleston on @ spe- 
cial train accompanied by the lead- 
ing coal operators and bankers of 
this community. These men escort- 
ed us to the mines, where we had 
every opportunity of meeting and 
questioning the men without any in- 
terference or hindrance from the 
operators, and when we left the min- 
ers we plied the business leaders 
with just as many and perhaps as

company store he answered that the 
2-cent increase in price was due

when [I asked him whether this had 
been explained to his miner cus- 
romers, he answered that he did not 
know and did not care; that as 
long as he was fair and honest 
did not matter to him whether or 
not his @mployees knew it. The 
miners had exaggerated notions 
about the profits which the coal 
companies were making. but the 
companies have done nothing to in- 
form the miners or refute the 
charges of the agitators. 

Not Radicals at Heart. 

a result of my investigation

Finding Jobs for the Heroes. 


To offset the additional burden 
thrust upon the war department by 
the practical shut-down pf the Unit- 
ed States employment sefvice, due to 
lack of funds, the American Legio:! 
has stepped into the breach and is 
now in the field enthusiastically ceo- 
operating with the war department. 

For the past few months the em- 
ployment situation with regard to 
discharged soldiers, sailors and ma- 
rines, has been changing materially. 
The army is now about all demob- 
ilized and it was found, through two 
recent investigations, that only 
about 20,000 men remained unplaced 
on October 1. However, between 
that date and October 31 approxi- 
mately 90.000 additional officers and 


i'men were discharged from the emer- 


it | 


cency army and turned back to civil 
life. 

Experience had shown that nearly 
80 per cent of this number will go 
back to their old jobs held previous 
to entering the service. However. 
the number to be reckoned with. to- 
gether with the 20.000 left over. 
which are probably the most diffi- 
cult cases, places a large problem 
hetore the agencies now at work. 

Statistics collected by Lieutenant 
Colonel Mathew C. Smith, of the 
ceneral staff, who is in charge of 
the office of the assistant to the 
secretary of war, which is the cen- 
tral office for the 3.300 bureaus for 
returning soldiers. sailors and ma- 
rines,. show that for one week in 
October in 28 cities 8.276 service 
men registered for jobs and 7,491 
were placed. These figures on sol]- 
dier employment are indicative of 
the fact that there ts yet much work 
to do in this direction.

WINTER STORAGE 
FOR VEGETABLES 


lf properly stored after harvest, 
vegetables can be made a source 
of considerable inconre to the 
farmer who is located near good<- 
sized towns or cities. In such places 
a constantly increasing number of 
people are living in apartments 
and flats, where they have storage 
_tacilities for only small quantities 
of vegetables, or in houses heated 
by furnaces’ in the basement, mak4 
ing that port of the house too warn 
for the storage of vegetables. The 
nutomobile or motor truck has mada 
it possible for the grower to get 
his vegetables to the dealer or con- 
sumer even in cold weather, especié 
ally if his machine is inclosed or ig 
fitted with a heater. 

Must Be Well Stored. 
Proper storage of the vegetables 
from harvest time until tney are 
vrought out ior sate is a subject to 
whica the grower must give par- 
ticular attention, for on it the en- 
tire success of a winter marketing 
program depends. 
Where the grower plang to draw 
on his stock trom time to time 
during the coid weather he must so 
store his produce that portions of 
it can be removed without disturb- 
ing the remainder. Instead of put- 
tung all of one kind of vegetabies 
in one pile it is advisable to make 
several gmaller piles-.or to use 
Various containers, such as boxes, 
barreis, or baskets, each of which ig 
adequateiy protected and can be re- 
moved with its contents without 
disturbing other stores. Where outs 
door pits are used it may be desire, 
able to introduce intervening walls 
or layers of eartn at more frequent 
intervals than would be necessary 
in storing supplies merely for ona 
iamily. 
Beets, late cabbage, carrots, cel-« 
ery, onions, parsnips, potatoes, sweet 
potatoes, salsify and turnips may be 
stored in their natural condition, 
Beans of various kinds, including 
the limas, may be stored dry. Goog 
Stoyage facilities exist in most farm 
houses, it being only necessary ta 
make use of the cellar, the attiq 
or other parts of the dwelling, de- 
pending upon the character ang 
amount otf produce to be stored 
Barrels, crates, boxes or bins may 
be used as containers for various 
vegetables, but movable container. 
are preferable to built-in bins bese. 
cause they are more easily cleaned 
Outdoor storage cellars or caves aré 
particularly desirable, for large 
quantities can be taken care of i 
3 convenient and inexpensive fashion 
Such caves possess all the advant: 
ages of the storage room inthe base 
ment and are superior to it in many 
respects.

Lie Atlanta’s prominence as distribut- 
ing point for the great southern ter- 
ritory is shown by the increasing 
number of northern manufacturers 
who are carrying stocks here for 
distribution throughout the south.

More than two-thirds of the 
stump lo “of America is in the 
south an smanufacture of land 
clearing ey vent for the south- 
ern farmers has become an immense 
industry. Stump-pulling machines 
are often wanted in a hurry and the 
Kirstin company has found that by 
carrying a complete stock in an At- 
lanta warenouse deliveries can be 
made to any part of the south in a 
few days instead of three or four 
weeks, which were often required 
when machines were shipped singly 
from the Michigan factory. 


The Peanut Crop 
And the Prices 
In‘‘ Old Virginia’’ 


The crop of peanuts is short, only 
fifty-two million bushels having 
been raised. Growers are expecting 
a corresponding raise in prices, not- 
withstanding the fact that other 
southern states have largely in- 
creased their output. Anyway, 
Spanish peanuts are up to $190 a 
ton, or about 9% cents a pound, and 
this means a pretty good profit for 
the farmer who knows how to grow, 
how to harvest, and how to market 
his product. The haphazard peanut 
farmer does not realize such prof- 
its. 

Peanut oil has gone up’3 cénts a 
pound. Only a few tons of last 
year’s peanuts are active at %% 
cents, with an expectancy of 1034 
cents or more in the near future. 

The new peanut exchange people 
are advising both holders of last 
year’s crop and growers of this 
year’s crop and growers of this 
maintaining that there can be no 
justification whatever for such a 
course. Some holders feel that they 
must sell now, and such are advised 
to do so slowly so that the market 
will not be flooded. 

The crop this year is above the 
average in quality and as the grow- 
ers are strongly advised to grade 
their product. carefully, it is to be 
expected that the higher grades will 
reach 12% cents to 14 cents a pound 
by Christmas.

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PROPER PREPARATION 
FOR SPRING LITERS 


By J. C. Ford, Pig Club Agent. 
If the pigs are to be lusty and 


Vigorous with the capacity for mak- | 
hogs, 


ing the greatest growth and the 
best use of their feed, they must 
come from the right kind of parent 
stock. The sows and gilts to be 
bred should be the best obtainable. 

Big bone and lots of size in every 
respect are especially important. 
The largest litters and the fastest 
growing pigs usually come from the 
larger sows. The sows shoulti also 
have rugged constitutional vigor as 
shown by «a broad torehead, a deep 
and full chest, and noticeable fuli- 
ness just back of the shoulders and 
fore iegs. The shoulders should be 
smooth and compact, 
arched and deeply muscled, the loin 
and hips smooth and well muscle, 
and the hams capable of heavy de- 
velopment. The shoulders, back and 
hindguarters should be the same 
width. The sides should be free 
from wrinkies and the legs strong 
and upstanding. 

The influence of the boar on the 
capacity of the pigs to make profit- 
abie feeders is equal to that of all 
the sows combined, and more tf he 
is pure-bred and an oudgtanding in- 
dividual and the sows are grades 
or cross-grades. The right kind of 
boar should add two to:live dollars 
to the value of each hog that goes 
to market as compared with an or- 
dinary boar. 

No boar should be used unless he 
is pure-bred, has great size and 
shows a bold expression and strong 
masculinity about the heae. {in 
other respects the points suggested 
for the selection of sows hold good 
for the boar, except that coarseness 
about. the head and heavier shoul- 
ders in the boar are less objection- 
able than in the sows. 

Sows bred November 10 will tar- 
row about March 1, which is a de- 
sirable time. From November 19 to 
December 15 is probably the best 
breeding date for the spring litters. 

The sows that are to produce 
spring litters should be kept wel 
nourished throughout the -winter, 
but not excessively fat. An abund- 
ance of exercise and green feed are 
very important. A fieid of rye or 
oats or 2 good patch of rape for 
their use will prove very valuabie. 
A half pound of tankage or fish 
meal or a half gallon of skim milk 
or buttermilk each day for two 
months before farrowing will great- 
ly improve any ration of grains and 
pasture and will practically insure 
a strong and vigorous litter and a 
sow with a normal appetite and no 
tendency to eat chickens or pigs.

ed pigs to accumulate on them in 
numbers too great for the supply of 
feed necessary to put them in mar- 
ketable shape. ‘the packers are 
trying to induce the-farmers to keep 
these light, thin hogs until they 
have been sufficiently fitted for the 
market, and one packing company 
has given instructions to its buyers 
to make a spread of $3 per hundred 
for the No. 2 hogs, running from 
135 to 165 pounds, under the No. 1 
running 165 pounds and up. 
They are also making a $2 differ- 
ence in the two and three grad», 
thus making a No. ¢ sell $5 per hun- 
dred less than the No. l. — 

This difference seems great and it 
makes the opportunity for the feed- 
ers great. The writer has already 
received several inquiries for feeder 
hogs and one concern has asked for 
200 carloads, showing that there is 
a heavy demand for feeders. 

In the past three years hundreds 
of cars of feeders have been moved 
from Alabama to Georgia and fed 
out in the middle west at large 
profiit. If these buyers. can freight 
our feeder hogs to the middle west, 


back weil! feed them out and make large prof- 


its, it would seem that this opera- 
tion could be carried on right here 
in our own state at still 
profiit. 

The real _ profit 
comes from the well finished, 
smooth hog weighing 165 pounds 
and up, and to this end we should 
work, even if some of the feed mus! 
be purchased. 

The old question of peanut fed 
hogs is beginning to be heard and 
the difference in price is already 
being felt which has a great ten- 
dency to make our light hogs, espe- 
cially, sell too low. 

The last three co-operative sales 
held in the state ran 75 to 890 per 
cent No. 2 and No. 3 roughs, which 
is an unusualdy high proportion of 
unfinished hogs- Approximately 
half of the percentage could have 
been fed 30 days longer and made 
tops which would have brought from 
$2 to $3 per hundred more. 

Indications point to the fact that 
thin, rough hogs will be disappoint- 
ing to the owners this season, and 
every effort possible should be made 
to properly finish them in order to 
receive their full value.

The alfalfa-fed cows may have 
been better adapted to dairying, but 
as both districts are favorably 
known for their dairy products, it 


may be assumed that the cows were 


of good quality and well cared for 
in both districts. It seems fair, 
therefore, to conclude that the high- 
er production and greater income 
above feed cost of the alfalfa-fed 
cows was due largely to the feced- 
ing of home-grown legumes. In 
any case, it is well worth while for 
the farmers of one district to study 
the feeding practices of other dis- 
tricts. If legumes add to net prof- 
its, why not grow and feed more 
legumes? If the soil is not adapted 
to legumes, it may pay to add lime 
or manure or whatever else it lacks 
in order that the dairy herd may be 
supplied with an abundance of 
home-grown legumes.

appearance of cholera as soon as 
any outbreak is evident. Vaccina- 
' tion now follows promptly any out- 
break, and results in the disease 
|being localized and quickly eradi- 
eated. The control measures have 
been executed so promptly during 
this year that the total amount of 
anti-hog cholera serum has been

There is Scriptural authority for

The 
family that uses a well or spring 
subject to contamination is almost 
surely destined to taste the dregs 
of sorrow or cuffering for having 


drunk its disease-laden output. In- 
vestigations made by the United 
States department of agriculture in- 
dicate that only a small majority 
of farm water supplies can be 
classed as unqualifiedly 
desirable. On the average 
out of four farm wells are located

That convenience and first cost, 
not safety, have been the deciding 
factors in such cases is made evi- 
dent by the nearness of barnyards, 
pig pens, pastures, fertilized fields, 
sink drains, privies, cess pools and 
areas rendered insanitary by chick- 
ens, slops and other filth. Too fre- 
quently the seepage from these and 
other sources, after joining the 
ground water, moves to wells and 
springs, impairing the water sup- 


ly poisonous. 
Sewage Disposal. 


Popular indifference to the ef- 
fective disposal of sewage has ex- 
isted so long and so universally that 
only within comparatively recent 
years has it been realized that this 
waste product of human life is poi- 
son and must be kept from the food 
and drink of man. From the spe- 
cific germs or poison that may be 
carried in sewage at any time there 
may result typhoid fever, tubercu- 
losis, hookworm' disease, cholera, 
dysentery, diarrhoe, or other dan- 
gerous ailments, and:it is not im- 
probable that ceretain obscure mal- 
adies may be traced eventually to 
the poisonous effects of drainage 
from human waste. The poison is 
invisible to the naked eye and it 
may be carried by many agencies, 
by devious routes, and be unsus- 
pectingly received into the human 
hody. 
rural disease, and many instances 
clearly indicate serious neglect of 
responsibility with regard to sani- 
tation by people who live in the 
country. 
| Not to dispose of sewage promptly 
‘invites nuisance, but not to dispose 
of sewage cleanly and completely 
invites disease.

Sprouted Oats for Poultry. 


Now that winter is 
contined to the poultry house, it is 
urgent that the poultry Keeper plan 
some constant supply of green food. 
fhnere is probably no question but 


; that manget beets, cabbage, etc., if 
} available are desirable, but sprouted 
/oats are recommended most highly 


as a good food for increased 
production. 

Two or three principles must be 
observed in sprouting oats for poul- 
try. IT irst, a good dry room must 
be used which is free from damp- 
ness and mould. One or two sprout- 
ings will determine whether it is 
suitable. Second, the oats must be 
sprouted .in a moderately warm 
room (60 to 70 degrees F.) causing 
rather rapid sprouting. Third, the 
oats should not be sprouted too 
long, but should be fed when the 
sprouts are two or three inches tall. 
If they are allowed to grow taller 
the chicks do not relish them neariv 
They should not he spread 
out in the sprouting troughs more 
than an inch thick. Thicker sprout- 
ing means less ventilation and a 
tendeney to mould. Good clean oats 
sprouted at a moderately 
high temperature, regularly fed, 
eannot but help to increase egg pro- 
duction.

AYBE you remember the days of the bicycle craze— 
M you really don’t have to be so very old to remem- 
ber it. It was not merely a fashion. It was al- 
most a delirium at one time. The whole world seemed to 
be climbing on to whegls. Streets and highways were 
thronged with riders—jammed with riders at many points. 
The traffic cop came into existence by the bicycle. Bicycle 
races were feverish events. Men and women of vast age 
rivalled youngsters in enthusiasm for the sport. Bicycle 
clothes began a career for knee trousers for men and 
divided skirts for women. 

Then something happened. No one seems to know 
precisely what it was, . Most people believe it was the 
automobile, but this has Been scouted as not fully explain- 
ing the dates. Moreover, the automobile happened grad- 
ually, while bicycles fell from popularity with a strange 
suddenness. 

The high wheels had long gone when the “safety,” too, 
was retired so widely. Both at Jast seemed to be swept 
away. They were discovered rusting with spinning wheels. 

Now, after all these years there is more than a possi- 
bility that the bicycle may be “coming back.” To be sure 
the wheel has held a place. It has not been extinct. Post- 
men and workmen have steadfastly used them, and the 
motorcycle has kept the image vividly in the mind.

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Efficient Way of Heating a Bed 


A WARM bed on a coid night is 
not only a delightful thing to 
Zet 


Blankets are all very well to keep you 
warm, 


into but is conducive to sleep. 


but cold sheets and mattresses 
are disagreeable and do not become 
comfortable for some time, while all 
the heat they get is taken from the 
body. Hot water bottles are excel- 
lent, so far as they go. but generally 
ineffective for really heating a bed. 

In some parts of Italy where the 
winter is cold and there la no way of 
heating the houses, a device has long 
been in use that might well be adopted 
elsewhere. It is commonly called a 
“prete”’ (priest) and can be made by 
any carpenter. It consists of a frame 
of wood about 2 feet long and 18 
inches high, with a socket to hold the 
base of a large earthenware or metal 
pot. The pot isa filled with bot cinders 
or ashes shaken from the kitchen 
stove when this is set for the night; 
the whole is put into the bed and the 


coverings are tucked in so that no 
heat shall escape. The curved upper 
part of the wooden frame keeps thz 
upper sheet away from the hot con- 
tents of the pot, and the solid wood 
base upon which this rests holds the 
pot firm and prevents it from coming 
in contact with the lower sheet. 

; The object of the frame is to 
the bed clothes so as to let the heat 
apread throughout the bed, and also 
to protect the sheets from catching 
fire. The “prete” is placed in the bed 
as !ong as possible before this is to 
be occupied, for the longer it is there 
the more complete will be the heating 
of the bed. It is safest to take the 
apparatus out before getting in. as 
there is always a possibility of kick- 
ing over the pot of hot embers and 
setting the bed on fire, though this is 
not probable if the frame be rightly 
made. The writer has slept several! 
nights with a “prete’” in the bed, 
pushed sufficiently far away to make 
the risk of upsetting it practically nil.

Even 
with permanent dyes, if you start with 
a light tone you can re-dye several) 
times before you exhaust the pos- 
sibilities. 

Whatever brands of dye you use, be 
sure to follow the directions explicitly. 
There are dyes for cottons, wools and 
silks. Be sure to use the right dye for 
the right material. The garment must 
be clean before dyeing or the resul'- 
ing color will be dirty. 

By regulating the amount of dye in 
dye bath light or dark shades may be 
secured. It is a good idea to test the 
shade before dyeing, by coloring a 
small piece of the fabric in the dye 
hath. 

Almost any color will dye black, and 
almost any color that is not too dark 
will dye navy blue satisfactorily. 
Dark brown dye may be used for an7z 
colors except dark blue, black and red 
You can dye any light and medium 
shades (except red) dark green.
